PISOIPLINE ON BOARD SHIP. 
(Mitchell's Maritime Peg ster.) 

In April, 1676, when the Master of the 
Locksley Hall was sentonced to twenty-one 
days’ imprigonment for placing a Seaman 
jn irons, a doputation of Shipowners and 
Mastors waited upon the Viret-Lord of the 
Troasury, to request tho Government to 
take such steps as, would legally authorise 
Captains to exorcise power for the main- 
tenance of discipline during the voyage. 

Mr Disraeli told the- members of the 
” deputation, that a Master was armed with 
despotic power over passengers and 
Seamen, “in all lowfnl matters relating to 
the navigation of his ship and the presorva- 
tion of good order ; but ho was responsible 
for the uge of this power to the Courts of 
this country.” The Premier quoted these 
words from the case of “The Queen v. 
Legg.” Mr “Lushington, of the ‘Chames 
Police-court, at the time the agitation was 
going on, fined the-Master of the Sepia £6,

A Sea- 
man, when the ship was on the high seaa, 
became refractory, exhibited an angry 
temper, and ugod. threata against tho life 
of the Mato and the Carpenter of the vemel, 
and on one occasion had a seville with one 
of tho Crew. For this misconduct he was 
imprisoned in the booby house, without 
light or air, and whore he could not stand 
upright, Having broken from his place of, 
confinement, he was mauacied and again 
looked up. Judgo M‘Adam, in’ delivering 
judgmont, laid down the law aa follows :— 
“The authority of tho Master to confine the 
offending Seaman: on board the ship by putting 
him in irons, when his coridnot and a just regard 
to good discipline and pafoty render it nosessary, 
is unquestionable, - But the power oxists onl 
in.cases where the circumstances are urgont an 
roquire ita exorcise, Tho Master is. not clothed 
with judicial authority to sentence Seamen to 
panishment for thoir offonces. “The law has 
conceded that suthority to the regular tribunals 
of the country, acting in the common forme of 
justice, and upon the trial of the facts by jury. 
The evidence adduced: satisfies me that the 
plaintiff, while of sec, misbehaved by ‘asing 
throatening laugunge and acting in a mutinous 
manner, and that the Mester was, in consequence, 
jesiifed in putting him in irons it ho honestly 
elioved that such imprisonment: was necessary 
for the enforcement of discipline nnd tho safety 
of the yossel, Ihave no doubt that tho Master
